The purpose of this organization is to preserve the 
nationalistic love of freedom in the Serbian communities in 
the United States' and Canada. This must also include the love 
of the fatherland and of this free country where we now live,

During the past five [years or so, several people have 
banded together to commit certain acts which are not in the 
interest of the freedom loving traditions of our beloved Serbia. 
Members of this grcmp .have abandoned all reason and have shown 
themselves to be common^ ordinary criminals. In 1963, this group 
was responsible* for the* throwing of a bomb in the United States. 

This took place; at' the Consulate of the Criminal TITO in Chicago 
where a so-called "Molotov Cocktail'* was. thrown into the consulate.

This group must be driven from the leadership of 
the great Serbian people. They can stay with the groups and 
can learn from those of us who have lived through the horrors 
of the fascist killer Hitler and his criminal agents, the Ustasha. 
They can learn from those of us who have given our blood for the 
spirit of Draza in the concentration camps of these killers. They 
can learn from those of us who have suffered at the hands of the 
criminal killers, the bloody communists who still rule our great 
Serbia. They can learn — but they have not shown they can lead. 
Until they show this, they are not worthy to be called Serbian 
Nationalists. Every great leader must learn before he can lead.

The Yugoslav official did not dwell upon 
the source of the "hard information". In perusing 
this matter several possibilities come to mind ranging 
from an analysis of information available to the 
Yugoslavs from public and confidential sources to the 
possibility that the Yugoslavs have an informant 
actually in a position to furnish information on 
such plans.- While the existence of such an individual 
remains pure speculation, Chicago feels the statements 
by the Yugoslav Counselor have opened an avenue that 
we may well be able to exploit through a counter- 
intelligence operation.

' The Yugoslav emigre community in the Chicago area 
is at this time upset over the recent assassinations of 
Yugoslav emigre political leaders. Chicago has recently 
been involved in determining the extent of a Croati'an 
organization believed to be inclined toward militant direct 
action. This is the Croatian Resistance Movement (OTPOR) . 

It would appear that if a provocation occurred such as the 
assassination of an emigre leader in the United States, 
there might be retaliatory action taken. It is believed 
that this presents the opportunity for a program designed 
to make the emigre community take a look at its own 
organizations. Hence, Chicago suggests contacting leaders 
within the various organizations/including Croatian 
organizations. It is felt this can be done without unduly 
alarming them and with creating an atmosphere of intro- 
spection and self-examination as to possible penetration 
of their organizations by Yugoslav Intelligence. 
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It is .felt four areas would be beneficial. 

First, it would point out the interest of the United 
States Government in preserving order in the United States. 
Second, through contact with various leaders of 
organizations wi.thin the emigre community, source 
coverage will be expanded. A third point is that this 
could well result in fragmentation of terrorist 
organizations or organizations inclined to terrorism. 
Fourth, if the existence of this program gets back to 
the Yugoslavs, this might well result in curtailment 
of intelligence activities on their part. 


Chicago suggests the leaders of various 
organizations be approached with the following plea.

Chicago believes that x a more important crisis 
may be developing at this time, which crisis may 
irrevocably split the .Serbian community in the United 
States and Canada. This animosity may develop over 
the selection of a successor for King PETER and over 
the means by which this successor will be crowned 
King of Yugoslavia. Both factions in the Serbian 
Orthodox Church will certainly vie far the honor of 
crowning this successor, and it is probable that the 
losing religious faction in this dispute will not 
recognize the successor as the lawful King of 
Yugoslavia. iSjjae Bureau has previously received 
information, from a defector-source, indicating that, 
the present religicius dispute within the Serbian 
Orthodox Church was promoted and successfully 
implemented by the Yugoslav State Security Police 
(UDBa) . A further division between these two groups 
will certainly be for the benefit of the UDBa and 
it would not be unreasonable to expect the UDBa 
to take advantage of this potential dispute over - N \ 
choosing a successor for its own benefit! 

The enclosed flyer calls upon Serbian leaders 
in the United States and Canada to‘ take whatever action 
necessary to insure that the present religious dispute 
does not wreck the Serbian monarchy. This monarchy 
does serve as a ■ rallying point for Serbian immigrants 
throughout the free world, which function the Serbian 
Orthodox Church in the United States and Canada is no 
longer able to fulfill. It is Chicago* s belief that 
it is in the national interest that the Serbian 
people not be further divided, and it is for this

reason that the enclosed flyer has been prepared. It 
may also serve to counteract any Yugoslav operation 
aimed at destroying the monarchy, which the UDBa may 
implement through the Pro-Patriarch faction in the 
Serbian Orthodox Church. ^ 

If the enclosed flyer is to be successful 
in its purpose, it must be expeditiously translated,, 
returned to Chicago, and then mailed. The mailing 
point for the enclosed flyer should be Chicago because 
of the large Serbian community present in this area 
and because of the presence of the King’s remains in 
this area.
